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RESOLUTIONS 

CHAPTER I. 

THE present is a^ period replete with national occatren- 
ces as momentous as ever marked the annals of the world. 
Th«t GoU&Mon ioi. kk^f^iBUs and empires, which h»s dehigedt 
Europe with blood, borne down the ffra^iUe^ and nearly ex- 
tinguished the principles of justice and humanity, is not, in 
its effects, connned to that unhappy quarter of the globe. The 
unparalleled prosperity, the enterprising spirit, and the ex- 
panding commerce of die United Stsites of America^ have 
rendered theiu, "to the twp mighty beiligerants^ an object of 
envy, and a medium of retaliation, pretended, as to oi»^, and 
iniquiipus m both. 

The emperor of the Pi^ench has yet much to do, before the 
just cl^ms of our country can be satisfied : but he has. an- 
nulled those decrees which werjs the only legal obstruction to 
a friendly and commercial intercourse, with his dominions* 
H^ has annuHed those very decrees, on which the British 
government solemnly declared its orders in council to be sus- 
pended. To the British government and to the world, he 
has evinced the extinguishment of those decrees, by the uni- 
ted eVidenee of solemn profession and uniform practice. 

But have the orders in council expired with the French de- 
crees ? No. Compared with their friorj their subsequent 
operation has been as life from the dead. They have been 
executed with redoubled rigor. Oar seamen are impressed : 
Our citizens robbed : our flag prostrated : our own waters in- 
fested : our coasting trade annoyed : our harbours blockaded. 

While maritime oppression has thus risen to its summit, 
an envoy extraordinary is sent to our govemtnent, not (as 
might have been reasonably expected) to aoften our irritated 
counia?y,47y con^iiatory language : not to offer atonement for 
oflfences and indemnifications for wrongs that are past. 
These, with a single exception, he passes over as things be- 
neath the notice of the British government or its envoy 5 or 
as injuries to which the inexhaustible forbearance,- the pre- 
sumed timidit}% or the abject debasement of the American 
government, would ensure her silent submission. He com- 
mences a new species and system of insult. He prescribes to 
the president wnati6^ shall recommend, and what the iVb//0/?^i/ 
l^giflaturc shall enact. He demands a law which shall admit 
the products and manufactures of Great Britain into the ports 
of the United States ; although, American manufactures are, 
even in time of peace, excluded from the British dominions. 
He commands the American government to procure, of Na- 
poleon, an abandoniiient of his continental system, and the 
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admission of British products aind manufactures into hisown^ . 
and the porta of his allies* > 

A coiDplian<:e wj^th the firs^ of theee demands, is a relin- 
quishment of sovereignty. To fulfil the latter, the United 
States have, neither ri^t, nor power, nor the folly to attempt. 
The first is degradmg : the second, impossible. And yet a 
submission, to these royal mandates^ is menacingly declared 
to be the only condition on ^hich the orders in council shall 
be repealed, and the violation of our neutral rights diacontin* 
ued. 

Solemnly impressed with these considerations, and con* 
templating demands so unjust, so unreasonable, so disrespect^ 
ful to the intelligence, apd so insulting to the sovereignty of 
an enlightened, free, and independent pepple : Therefore, 

L RESOLVED, by the senate and house of representatives 
of the commQivtaealtb of Pennsylvania, in general assembly met^ 
that the policy of the British government,, as exhibited by htt 
naval power on the high seas» and expressed by her envoy 
near the, United States, merits the reprobation, and cannot but 
rouse the virtuous indignation of every friend to this country 
and its government. 

2. Scsalvedy that when submission or resistance, to the un-^ 
just demands of a tyrant, is the alternative, the^ latter only 
can be chosen by the freemen of America. 

3. Resohedf that though we would rejoice in that adoption 
and practice of justice, which would secure, to Great Britain 
and to the world, our friendship and friendly intercourse, we 
will, in order to repel aggression and obtain reparation, vigor- 
ously exert all the powers which we possess to accelerate the 
accomplishment of such military preparations, as the wisdom 
of our ivational legislature m^y require. 

4. Hfsolved, that it is pur duty, as legislators, to employ a 
suitable portion of the finances of this commonwealth, in pro- 
moting tJie growth apd prosperity, and in securing the perma- 
nence of our infant manufactures : that as individuals of the 
community, we will, as much as possible, abstain from wear- 
ing any thing in our apparel that is not the product of these 
manuikctures : and that we wiU recommend the same patri- 
otic practice to our constituents. 

^ 5. jResohedy that the question merits serious consideration, 
whether, in order to suppress the system of plunder and im- 
pressmejit on the high seas,, it would, or would not, be a just, 
humane, a^d efficient retaliation to Uy hold on property of the 
British governn^^nt or of its subjects, wherever such property 
can be found, to an amount sufficient to indemnify the plun- 
dered American : andr forevery impressed American citizen, 
to seize a subject of his Britannic majesty, wherever such 
subject can be found, and to subject him to imprisonment and 
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labotir corresponding to the condition ofthe impressed Ame- 
rican, on board of a British 'ship of war.
